| ae able to the Warren Comission. In the absence of nore specifie 
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Headquarters guidance, we intent to respond to any such inquiries 
by saying that Mr. carrison's charges of CIA involvement in the 
Kennedy assassination vere felse when he first made them in 1966, _ 
and they are still absurd today, and wé prefer not to cacment 
further. You say be able to suggest a better response than that, 
and if so we hove you will share your thoughts with us. 


2. We are somevhat sore concerned about how we should respond 

to any direct questions concerning the Agency's relationsnip with 
~Clay Shaw, vho as you Knov was unsuccessfully prosecuted by Garrison 

for conspiring to assassinate President Kemedy. Shaw, whoa Garrison 7 
refers to as a CIA employee and who dicd about two years a0, was an 
active contact of Hunter Leake's during the period 1943-1956, pre~ 
sunably aa a routine source of FPI. Dbespite the 32 same-aid con 
tacta recorded on Shaw's contact cari, however, his local file 
contains only three pieces of imocuous corresponience. 


3. Since ve ennnot deteraine the nature of LCD's relationship 


with Shay fros cur files, we would appreciate your sunyvzarizing it 
for us. we would also, of course, velcame your guidance in responding 
to any neva satia questions about our relations with Shay, should they 


i materialize.
